WAGE WAR 


MINIMUM WAGE WORKERS got some hope- 
ful news this week, as a Hennepin County 
judge ordered that the $15 minimum wage 
question be put to a vote on the November 
ballot. Earlier this summer, Minneapolis city 
attorney Susan Segal opined that raising 
the minimum wage was an issue better left 
to the City Council — which then voted to 
block the proposed amendment from the 
November ballot. But labor advocates sued 
and won the right to put the wage hike to 
a vote. It could spell big changes this fall: 
According to a poll conducted for advocates 
of raising the wage, of 400 registered voters 
in Minneapolis, 68 percent were in support 
of the $15 minimum wage.

W ild marijuana grows in 
yards, gardens, and weedy 
industrial sites across the 
Twin Cities. It’s illegal — the 
feds consider it a Schedule I controlled 
substance, equal to heroin — but it’s also 
naturally occurring. 

Most of what’s out 
there is descended 
from the hemp that 
was planted en masse 
in the 1940s for fiber 
during World War 
II. When “Reefer 
Madness” arrived, 
people stopped 
cultivating it. Birds 
loved to eat the seed 
though, and carried 
it out of the fields and 
into the cities. 

Now, wild marijuana is flourishing 
wherever people are turning the soil, 
like roadsides and highways. 

City of Minneapolis spokesman Casper 
Hill says that although inspectors with the 
department of regulatory services do police 
yard plants that are overgrown and need 
to be cut, they don’t necessarily bother 
with the species of plants growing around 
homes. As long as the yard cannabis is 
of a sensible and aesthetically pleasing 
height, it’s free to live. 

Hill did not say what inspectors 
actually do when they stumble upon 


it. (Probably pose for photos.) 

Unfortunately, this wild marijuana 
doesn’t get you high, says University of 
Minnesota pot professor George Weiblen. 

Weiblen grew up in Minneapolis, where 
as a teenager he quickly learned through 
the mistakes of his 
peers that harvesting 
the neighbors’ 
boulevards and baking 
up garbage bags of the 
stuff was not a very 
good business scheme. 

“I wouldn’t be 
alone,” he says. “It’s 
an experiment that 
teenagers often indulge 
in.... Any fool who has 
done the experiment 
quickly caught the 
difference.” 

Minnesota’s native marijuana does 
produce a highly nutritious seed that’s 
making a comeback, Weiblen adds. The 
market for hemp seeds in the U.S. is 
estimated to be $500 million in sales a 
year. People are using the oil and seeds 
in a variety of food and makeup products. 

However, he does not recommend 
harvesting the seeds from wild marijuana 
either. Call it hemp or marijuana, cannabis 
is still illegal. 

‘"You gotta buy the processed product 
right now,” he says. “That’s the only legal 
path to using hemp.”-susAN du

Now, for the first time, a public 
defender rises to the aid of Minneapo¬ 
lis’ greatest drunks:

Upton 43 could be our new culinary royalty, if we’re ready to warm up to it

U pton 43 Opened in the dead of 
winter. The interior seemed like 
an extension of the outdoors, all 
ice blue, sharp angles, bleached 
wood, austerity. You half expected to hear 
the crunch of snow beneath your boots. 

This Linden Hills kitchen isn’t like other 
restaurants; it isn’t designed for comfort, 
or to welcome you like a warm bosom. 
Instead, it seems to exist to challenge, 
to shake us out of any comfort zone we 
thought we wanted, and to offer something 
else entirely. Something that won’t easily 
be lost in the shuffle of restaurants opening 
seemingly every week. 

How you feel about Upton 43 will 
probably depend on how you feel about 
comfort. When I went with a foodie friend 
who lives within walking distance of the 


restaurant, she hadn’t been in yet. “I’ve 
been stalking the menu, but I don’t know 
what all that stuff is,” she confessed. 

Iced pickles, elderflower granita, 
herbs and flowers, fermented lettuce, egg 
textures, anjovis, yogurt snow, honshimeji 
— the list goes on like this. This is not 
the kind of menu one peruses in hopes 
of finding a familiar favorite. This is the 
sort of menu that has to wash over you. 

How you feel about Upton 43 will 
probably depend on how you feel about 
losing control. 

And because so very many other 
restaurants seem designed for comfort and 
control, this one is an integral component 
of our growing restaurant scene if we are to 
stay as relevant as we like to think we are. 

It helps that there is more than one way 
to use Upton 43. By night, it’s a place to 
stretch your expectations and boundaries. 


To consider the possibility of food as art. 

By day, you can treat it like a somewhat 
ordinary lunchtime spot. While navigating 
the menu can indeed be a challenge, things 
are more familiar on the plate. Many items 
arrive “smorrebrod” style, riding atop a 
darkly toasted, thickly buttered dark rye. 
These open-faced sandwiches are an easy 
canvas for the likes of charred broccolini 
with a caramelized ring of onion and fine 
dusting of cheese, or house-cured salmon 
with “egg butter” that eats like a fine- 
dining version of egg salad. 

Next to these choose a house salad or 
potato wedges, which, thanks to the wood- 
fired oven, eat like cream on the inside 
and potato chips on the outside. Dreamy. 

Or choose the Swedish pancakes, chef 
Erick Harceys grandmother’s recipe, with 
tremendous chew, aroma, and character. 
A rye crumble over maple syrup nudges

them ever so slightly back into savory 
territory. They’re real winners, too. 

Harcey calls this restaurant an extension 
of himself. He’s Swedish through and 
through, having grown up on the cooking 
of his grandparents at Kaffe Stuga, a 
50-year-old family restaurant in Harris, 
Minnesota, where a platter of Swedish 
meatballs goes for $7 on Sundays. He grew 
up eating the pickles, ferments, and flavors 
of the motherland that are so inextricably 
linked to his trajectory as a chef. 

But here, pickles look a lot different than 
cukes in ajar. Elderflower granita provides 
an icy base and flowery balance to the 
brine and sourness of heavily pickled beets.

strawberries, cucumbers, and cauliflower. 
Adorned with green tendrils of dill and 
flecked with herbs, it’s all pretty as a 
painting. 

Pickled shrimp is not your grandpa’s 
tinned fish. Silver-dollar sized “tacos,” with 
slivers of celeriac in place of tortillas, hold 
a dollop of creamy shrimp salad inside. 
The four of them lined up on a plate are 
at once whimsical and austere, delicious, 
and memorable. 

But lovely as these things may be, it’s 
difficult to think of them as crave-worthy. 
Returning to them for repeat business 
feels like a challenge. 

Happily, a couple of the more entree¬ 
sized dishes could lure in even the most 
meat-and-potatoes man. The Swedish 
meatballs are another riff on Harcey’s 
grandparents’ cooking, the potatoes a 
snowy hill of fine potato puree with lawn- 
green flecks of chive, the meatballs actually 
pink and tender within, instead of sad 
and gray. A white gravy enriched with 
the umami essence of porcini mushroom 
envelops it all like a blanket. 

The pork chop eats like a ribeye steak — 
all marbling and chewy fat, meaty enough 
to satisfy a Flintstone. It’s brined in a 
mixture that contains hay, then roasted 
again in hay, and while I don’t otherwise 
know what hay tastes like, I very much like 
this pork chop. It’s served with minimalist 
restraint—nothing more than some shaved 
and roasted carrots, charred onion, and 
walnuts. It’s a simple, beautiful thing. 

Other items are less successful. When 
it comes time to order dessert, there’s no 
amount of massaging that can convince 
us we want roasted potato ice cream with 
smoked fudge, or beet sorbet with salted 
lemon. Some things are sacred. Some things 
ought to be comfortable, and dessert is 
one of them. 

Despite the different ways to use this 
place, the varying angles from which to 


look at it, it’s still difficult to think of how 
to use it regularly. It’s too posh to dash 
in wearing jeans; a heavily marbled pork 
chop is still special occasion food; and 
meatballs at $22 are pretty dear. 

I can’t help rooting for Upton 43, and 
rooting hard. Harcey admits that it’s a 
“playground” for him, and even as dining is 
turning away from the paradigm of letting 
a chef have his way with the diner, don’t 
we still want a few places like this one? 
Where surprise trumps the ordinary, where 
culinary skill is unmistakable, and where 
you sit up and pay attention, no slumping 
in a booth? 

Harcey tells me a few changes are afoot. 
They’re expanding the lounge to make it 
more “comfortable.” Right now it only 
accommodates about 14 people, and unless 
you’re in it for a full dining experience, 
there’s no stopping for a quick drink and 
a snack, the way many of us like to eat 
these days. He says there may or may not 
be a separate menu to accommodate that 
new space. If one comes, will it be more 
“comfortable,” too? 

There are fine lines between comfort and 
boredom, novelty and alienation. Upton 
43 is walking a tightrope between them. 
If they can stick the sweet spot, we’ll all 
have a better dining town for it. 

Pro tip: If it’s comfort you’re after, visit 
Dirty Bird, the Upton 43 annex at the back of 
the restaurant. Here you’ll find the mother 
of all comfort meals, the rotisserie chicken, 
which means you’ll pop the top and feed 
the whole family all in one flick of the wrist. 

Their birds are far superior to any 
supermarket squawker, and sides are the 
kind that can make you feel good about not 
cooking. Macaroni and cheese, mashed 
potatoes and gravy, slaw, collard greens, 
and more are all crowd-pleasers, but not 
overwrought. 

Visit here, and you’ve got dinnertime 
completely under control. 03

Alice Winocour’s Disorder is a brilliant exercise in tension and release

E verythingyou need to know about 
wounded masculinity can be seen 
in Matthias Schoenaerts’ face. 
This first became apparent 
in Bullhead, the Oscar-nominated drama 
from the actor’s native Belgium, and has 
continued in films like Rust and Bone, The 
Drop, and now Disorder. Schoenaerts is 
the Tom Hardy of Continental Europe, 
a vulnerable action star in search of an 
actual action franchise. Absent a Belgian 
007 or Jason Bourne, his scattered body 
of work more than suffices. 

In his definitive performance to date, 
Schoenaerts stars as a PTSD-racked 
mercenary named Vincent who’s deemed 
unfit to return to the fray. Lacking any 
better options, he tries his hand at private 
security. There are vague, passing allusions 
to missions in Malta and elsewhere. His 
thousand-yard stare eventually focuses 
on Jessie (Diane Kruger), the wife of his 


wealthy employer and virtually a single 
mother to her and her away-on-business 
husband’s son. 

Disorder is known abroad by its original 
title oi Maryland, the name of the estate 
Vincent is tasked with protecting. Director 
Alice Winocour’s camera makes its way 
through the large, stately grounds like a 
slow-burning fuse. Often seen in shadow 
or cool, morning-blue light, it’s a sealed-off 
arena that should have been a safe haven. 

Vincent knows little about the man 
paying him good money to protect his 
family while he’s abroad, which sets off 
all his internal alarms. But recent events 
— a failed physical, his friend’s growing 
concern for his well-being — have him 
questioning whether his own instincts 
are the signal or the noise. 

Gesaffelstein’s synth score floats 
between soundtrack and sound design, 
with some passages resembling trance 
beats and others closer to onscreen noise. 
His work combines with Winocour’s 


tight focus on her rattled hero to put 
us in Vincent’s fractured headspace. 
Within the span of a single scene, the 
composer’s semi-ambient score might 
have you nodding your head and then 
looking over your shoulder once the faint 
ringing in your ear sets in. 

Every abrupt noise is a reminder of the 
battlefield for Vincent, each silence avoid 
to fill with nervous energy. He’s visibly 
uncomfortable among his new hosts’ 
black-tie party guests but derives comfort 
from their German Shepherd — familiar 
signifiers of movie PTSD all, rendered 
tense and almost sensual by Winocour. 

Everyday moments aren’t everyday 
for Vincent. Events are slowed down, 
sounds are amplified, and his paranoia 
is eventually fulfilled: Vincent’s well-off 
boss isn’t the most law-abiding of citizens, 
and those who mean the arms dealer harm 
are apparently happy to settle for harming 
his wife and child instead. This, coupled 
with an ineffectual (if not complicit) police

force, puts our man on the front line when 
the house is invaded late one night. 

Winocour, who deserves to be at the 
helm of a sleek spy franchise as much as 
her star, works with 90 percent tension, 
10 percent release — the ideal ratio for a 
low-key thriller in which mood trumps 
muscle. The co-writer/director subverts 
genre expectations for so long that, by 
the time she delivers on them — home 
intruders in ski masks, quick eruptions 
of bloody violence — not a moment feels 
unearned or out of place. 

Disorder keeps the particulars pleasingly 
vague, though we never lose the narrative 
thread. Ever restrained, Winocour manages 
to give us just enough of what we want to 
leave us wishing for more as the credits 
roll on her brief, arresting final scene. 03

Mixed Precipitation’s picnic operetta offers political satire and garden delights

A S election years go, this has been 
a tough one for satirists. In addi¬ 
tion to a noxious atmosphere 
that’s left nobody in much of a 
laughing mood, the race has a Republican 
nominee who’s robbed the parodist of a 
crucial tool: He’s turned what was subtext 
into the outright text of his campaign. 
Try to caricature Donald Trump, and 
you just end up recreating him. 

Mixed Precipitation’s Donald, fortu¬ 
nately, takes a couple of significant depar¬ 
tures from the all-too-familiar reality. 
For one thing, he’s played by the lanky, 
mischievous Michael Liebhauser, who 
lopes around grinning like Jack Skel- 
lington with an orange pompadour. For 
another, he sings Mozart. 

Donald Giovanni in Cornlandia is the 
latest in the series of the company s annual 
picnic operettas: community-spirited 
adaptations of classic operas infused with 
pop songs and accompanied by veggie 
hors d’oeuvres. The productions travel to 
farms and parks across the Twin Cities; 
Donald Giovanni opened last Thursday 
with a performance, under appropriately 
ominous storm clouds, in front of the barn 


at Dodge Nature Center in West St. Paul. 

Written by Jerrod Wendland and 
directed by Kym Longhi, the piece finds 
a Trumpian allegory in the legendary 
lothario at the center of Mozart’s 1787 
opera Don Giovanni. In Mixed Precipita¬ 
tion’s take, the shameless seducer becomes 
an unprincipled politician whose decep¬ 
tions come back to haunt him. 

The more you know about Don 
Giovanni, and about Republican politics, 
the more you’ll get out of this picnic oper¬ 
etta. (You’ll appreciate, for example, the 
wit of putting the Great Communicator 
on a pedestal in place of the slain Com- 
mendatore.) Even opera buffs, though, 
may find themselves a little lost at times, 
as a convoluted primary battle involv¬ 
ing Carly Davidson (Naomi Karstad), 
Ted Snuz (Jim Ahrens), Donna Elvira 
(Carolyn Cavadini), and Paris Hilton 
(Lizz Windnagel) plays out. With the 
performers running around in the great 
wide open, it can be hard to catch all of 
the dialogue — just roll with it. 

A small ensemble of strings and gui¬ 
tar led by Wendland on keys handles 
Mozart’s melodies with aplomb, and 
brings a touch of elegance to interpolated 
’80s anthems like “Everybody Wants to

Rule the World,” “Take On Me,” and 
(inevitably) “Rock Me Amadeus.” When 
songs are performed in Italian (the opera’s 
original language), cast members unfurl 
scrolls and signage to translate the gist of 
each song, though it’s generally apparent 
from the context. 

Vaguely thematic snacks — for example, 
chunks of corn on the cob — are occa¬ 
sionally distributed. Soliciting donations 
on Thursday, the company’s producing 
artistic director Scotty Reynolds quipped 
that “If you like opera and you like organic 
food, you’ll know that neither is cheap 
to make.” 

The picnic operetta is to theater what 
a co-op is to groceries: rooted in com¬ 
munity, earthy but noble-minded. There 
are delicious moments, but you have to 
endure occasional frustrations to get to 
them. If you’re the kind of person who 
doesn’t mind giving your peanut butter 
a quick stir before you spread it, Donald 
Giovanni might just be for you. 03

What can tax-paying music fans expect from U.S. Bank Stadium?

U .S. Bank Stadium hosted its 
first concert last Friday with a 
nearly sold-out set from coun¬ 
try’s golden brah, Luke Bryan. 
The very next day, Metallica tore the roof 
— and bird-friendly windows — off for a 
sold-out crowd. 

It was the kind of big weekend you can 
expect from the $1.1 billion facility. U.S. 
Bank Stadium is designed for huge shows, 
stadium officials say, and they’re planning 
on at least two major concerts ayear along¬ 
side Vikings home games and other events. 

Music fans contribute a chunk of the 
$498 million in public money that’s gone 
into the stadium. In fact, taxes from First 
Avenue concerts and other entertainment 
downtown will go toward pa 3 dng down the 
cost for the next 30 years. 

So what bang can music fans expect for 
their buck? 

“1 curse the way our new squatly obscene 
entertainment fortress dominates my view 
whenever I drive up Highway 55 into down¬ 
town, and at closer range I’m not much 
more impressed. Inside it looks like... a 


football stadium, I guess? A new football 
stadium?” reads the City Pages review of 
Luke Bryan’s gig. The CP recap of Metallica’s 
show stated that concession lines ‘'weren’t 
terrible” while bathroom lines crawled, 
and that “any potential sound woes were 
dispelled when Metallica hit the stage.” 

Stadium officials say they’re hosting 
events just about every day for the next 
few months, but experts say there’s reason 
to be skeptical the venue can keep concert- 
goers coming. 

“The U.S. has over 60 football and base¬ 
ball stadiums that seat more than 70,000 
people,” says Roger Noll, a Stanford sports 
economist. “There’s intense competition 
for those things, and audience for them is 
declining. So it’s not a good bet if you’re 
going to be the 61st stadium.” 

Stadium concert economics 101 

The main challenge is supply and demand. 

U.S. Bank Stadium seated around 52,000 
people each night for its first shows, and it 
can expand past 70,000 if needed. There 
just aren’t many touring acts that can fill 
a room that size. 

“You get an oversupply of arenas, each 


one of them promising to have X number 
of events, but the number of arenas times 
X is too large,” says Craig Depkin, a sports 
economist at University of North Carolina 
Charlotte. “There’s only so many Taylor 
Swift concerts you can have.” 

The list of the highest-grossing tours 
of 2016 so far includes legacy acts like the 
Rolling Stones and the newly reunited 
Guns N’ Roses, country heav 5 rweights like 
Garth Brooks, and pop acts like Coldplay 
and Justin Bieber, according to industry 
analyst group Pollstar. A fragmented audi¬ 
ence means fewer acts than ever can sell 
20,000 or more seats, Noll says. 

Some of those big-time performers might 
even opt for smaller venues because stadium 
shows can be risky, says Pollstar president 
Gary Bongiovanni. “In order to play a sta¬ 
dium you have to be pretty confident you 
can sell all the tickets,” he says, adding that 
bands and promoters can lose millions from 
concerts that don’t max out attendance. 

None of the older stadiums and arenas 
in the Twin Cities are as big as U.S. Bank, 
but they ve still been able to accommodate 
some of the country’s biggest tours. “If I’m 
a pop artist and I want to hold a concert in 


the Twin Cities area, I have a lot of venues 
to choose from, relative to the size of the 
city,” Noll says. 

That small group of stadium-sized tal¬ 
ent is part of why U.S. Bank Stadium is 
shooting for two major concerts a year, 
says Michele Kelm-Helgen, chair of the 
Minnesota Sports Facilities Authority. The 
MSFA oversees the stadium, and it’s hired 
SMG — an events-management company 
that’s contracted by dozens of stadiums 
and arenas — to handle day-to-day opera¬ 
tions at U.S. Bank. Kelm-Helgen notes the 
stadium has already passed its event goal 
with the announcement of a Prince tribute 
show scheduled for October 13. 

Designed for live music 

The new stadium is better designed for 
shows than the Metrodome ever was, 
according to Kelm-Helgen. 

“The Metrodome actually was not a very 
good concert venue. I think everyone felt 
like the acoustics there were less than ideal,” 
she says. “We were very intentional, we did 
a lot sound studies both for spoken word... 
and what it would be like as a music venue.” 

Our reviewers found sound quality to be 
satisfactory, noting that levels occasionally 
blared and vocals sometimes got lost in 
the vastness. 

The largest stadium tours will no doubt 
be attracted to a shiny new state-of-the art 
facility, Pollstar’s Bongiovanni says. New 
venues tend to sell more tickets in their first 
few years, he explains, and the Twin Cities 
area is considered a good concert market. 

But the logistical overhead on these 
biggest-of-the-big tours can be huge, Bon¬ 
giovanni says, with sets that can require 
several days of set-up and teardown. “Some 
of the artists that could in fact play stadiums 
have found that they can make more money 
by playing two shows in an indoor arena 
in that market,” he says. 

For its part, U.S. Bank Stadium can change 
over from turf to a concert set-up — or back 
— in as little as a day. The roof and giant, 
retractable windows give it an advantage 
there too, Kelm-Helgen says, because of 
its seasonal flexibility. 

“We don’t compete with [other Twin 
Cities arenas and stadiums] at all because

we are substantially larger,” she says. ‘'I 
think well be a good addition, rather than 
a competition.” 

Who benefits? 

Competition is supposed to be good for 
consumers, but publicly funded stadiums 
disrupt the rules of supply and demand. 

‘‘In any voluntary exchange, whether 
you buy a car or a diamond ring, both sides 
of that transaction are made better off,” 
Depkin says. “With these publicly funded 
stadiums, there’s now multiple parties 
involved, some of whom don’t have a say 
in the matter.” 

Competing stadiums or arenas might 
offer touring acts a better cut of ticket 
sales or lower taxes, reducing the benefit 
taxpayers might get from the facility in 
the first place. In that way, Depkin says, 
competition can actually hurt the public. 

In reality, communities are more likely 
to break even, Depkins says. Expectations 
have gotten more realistic as stadium bud¬ 
gets have inflated and public sentiment 
has started to turn against them, he says. 
To that end, tax-paying concertgoers will 
have to spend considerably to even see 
their investment, as tickets to the Bryan 
and Metallica shows ranged from $37.50 
to $149.50. 

While U.S. Bank Stadium has cleared 
its concert goal for the year easily, Noll 
says it will take a few years for Twin Cities 
music fans to know what they’re really 
paying for. 

“Unlike the Vikings games, for which 
there is no real competition,” he says, 
“there is real competition for the Taylor 
Swift concert.” 03
